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DETAILED ACTION 

• An error in numbering of claims was found and Examiner submits herewith a 
supplemental action correcting above error. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 7, 23, 25, 26, 5-6, 8-10, 12-13, 15-18, 14, 19, 20-22 are allowed 
renumbered 1-24 as shown in Notice of Allowability. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , prior art of record does not disclose, in single or in 
combination, tunnel header is configured so that packet-switched network device 
routing or forwarding packets according to network address does not reference tunnel 
packet payload in combination with other limitations of the claim. 

Regarding claims 5, 6, 14, please refer to previous office action for reasons for 
indicating allowable subject matter. 

Regarding claim 8, prior art of record does not disclose, in single or in 
combination, aggregating tunneled datagrams assigned to a common outbound 
multiplex into outbound tunnel packet payload and encapsulating the outbound tunnel 
packet payload using Layer 2 tunneling protocol in combination with other limitations of 
the claims. 

Regarding claims 10, 14, prior art of record does not disclose, in single or in 
combination, the revised header is configured that a device routing or forwarding 
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packets cannot examine contents of outbound packet tunnel payload in combination 
with other limitations of the claims. 

Regarding claim 19, prior art of record does not disclose, in single or in 
combination, tunnel header is adapted to cause outbound tunnel packet payload to 
tunnel under layer three network layer in combination with other limitations of the 
claims. 

Regarding claim 20, prior art of record does not disclose, in single or in 
combination, revised header causes outbound tunnel packet payload to tunnel through 
router that performs network layer routing in combination with other limitations of the 
claims.
